SACHAMENTO, June 
15. — Governor 


Markham has received a formidable peti- 
tion asking that a special eeesion of the 
legislature be convened as soon aa possi- 
ble. The petition is signed by nearly al! 
the county officers of Kern, Los Angeles, 
San Diego, Orange, San Bernardino, 
Ventura, fcanta Barbara, San I/uifl Ob:s- 
po, Monterey, Bantu Cruz, San Benito, 
Ranta Clara, San Mateo, Contra Coeta, 
Alameda, Sacramento, Butte, Tehama, 
Shasta, Glenn, Kldorado, 8Ukiyou,Colu- 
sa, Yolo, Solano, Napa, Frcono and Tu- 
laro count ica. 


The petition says: "Under a decision 


ol the supremo court wo are prohibited 
from appointing deputies to be paid out 
of the county treasury of the several 
counties, which is absolutely necessary 
to a proper discharge of tho duties 
of our respective offices. Tho business 
of the offices has gradually increased 
since tho petitioners took office, and 
thj ealariea paid are InsutGcient to pay 
the incumbents an actual living if they 
are required to pay tno salaries ot finch 
deputies as are necessary and absolutely 
required for the transaction of 
the 


public business. Public business is ac- 
cumulating eo that it ia utterly impossi- 
ble to dispatch it without tho aid and 
assistance of deputies." . 


Notwithstanding this appeal, the gov- 


ernor will not hasten to convene tbe 
legislature, as he does not believe the 
result would justify the expenditure of 
$100,0JO, which would probably be about 
tlie cost of the extra session. Governor 
Markham dodB not understand how an 
immediate rillet could be offered in tbe 
matter, aa under the law the incumbent 
could not be benefited, aa their salaried 
could not he raised or lowered while 
they held office.

TWO DOZEN LA.BOKEKS KILLED 


The Crashed ana Handled Bemains 


of Many of the Victims 


Uncovered. 


CINCINNATI, Jane 15.—A casualty such 


as throws a pall of sorrow over a coin' 
munity and fiends a thrill ol horror 
through the civilizad world, happened on 
the Licking river, between Newport and 
OovlngtODi Ky-i this forenoon. 


A wagon and street railway bric'ge was 


ia course ot ccmstructiqp, between tbe t1 


cities. The contractors for the iron 
work were Baird' Bros, of Pittsburg. 
They were Andrew and Robert Baird, 
and they both went down to death with 
their two ecore or more of workmen. 


The bridge wns a strong wrought iron 


Structure. The atone piers at each side 
of the river were finished. The iron 
works of tbe approaches are very mass- 
ive, and the span between the two piers 
is about 363 feet. 


The height of tho trees which was to 


form the bridge span between piers was 
05 tcot above tho water. 


False work in the piling and timbers 


had been constructed in the river. 


Thirty-six men wero in the traveler 


at 10.30 when tbe awful crash came, and 
no one can tell how many were working 
below. 


Suddenly tbe overtaxed beams of pine 


broke and crashed into the river below a 
mass of rains, under which u snore of 
lives went oat. 
: 


Tbe debrie filled the deep atream from 


bank to bmk. 


People filled both shores and 
(he 


Strewn WM uooti lull of tkiffa and th. 
work of rescuing lives began. 


This work was kept np all day and is 


still going on tonight. 


On tup of tbia false work the con- 


struction of the iron truss began midway 
between tho two piers and the work was 
pushed from tbe middle both ways. 


Five sections of ponderous iron work 


had been constructed ou top. This was 
tho apparatus known to bridge men 
the traveler, which is used to extend 
tho structure from tho ends. 


The traveler was full of men at 10.30 


this morning and some of them near tbe 
top, nearly 100 feet above the water. 


The Umbers of tho false work wore 


beams about ten Inches equate, old anil 
weather beaten, and evidently had been 
need before. 
It was a moss of iron weighing hun- 


dred upon hundreds of tons that over 
matched them and wrought ruin and 
death.
